On November 3, 2009, at approximately 2218 hours, Deputy Richard Digiovanni, working 
Unit 35, and Anthony Regalado, working Unit 35A, received a call for service regarding a 
family disturbance, Tag 221. The call stated that the informant's was “on drugs, 
possibly fighting family members.” 


IAB Note: А copy of the Incident Details, regarding Tag 221 is included in this 
case book. See Miscellaneous Documents. The call initially 
contained the wrong address, but was updated at 2223 hours. 


The two_deputies arrived at the location and contacted 
mes | Witness old the deputies that he: Suspect Aguiar, 


had just left their residence, and was carrying a gun. 


The deputies left the location and began looking for Suspect Aguiar. The deputies took 
different directions, in order to conduct a thorough search. Deputy Regalado responded 
to the “Alondra Golf Course,” and observed a man standing in the south end of the parking 
lot of that location. He saw that the man fit the description that Witnes M I given 
them. Deputy Regalado turned into the parking lot of the location, which is located on 
Prairie Avenue and 164" Street. 


IAB Note: The male that Deputy Regalado observed was later determined to be 
Witnes: Suspect Aguiar. Area and neighborhood 
maps of the location are included in this case book. See Exhibit C. 


As Deputy Regalado turned into the parking lot, he advised Deputy Digiovanni, via "direct" 
on his portable radio, of his observations. Deputy Digiovanni then began responding to 
Deputy Regalado's location. Suspect Aguiar looked in Deputy Regalado's direction, and 
jumped the fence located on the south west portion of the parking lot. The suspect then 
began walking south on the east sidewalk of Prairie Avenue 


Deputy Regalado exited the parking lot, and began driving south in the north bound lanes 


of Prairie Avenue. Deputy Regalado followed the suspect, and stopped his vehicle north 
of the suspect's position. He then exited his vehicle, and attempted to detain the suspect 
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He then exited his vehicle, and attempted to detain the suspect at gunpoint. Deputy 
Digiovanni arrived at Deputy Regalado’s location, and took a position just south-west of 
Deputy Regalado’s vehicle. 


As Deputy Digiovanni was arriving, Suspect Aguiar stopped and turned towards the 
deputies, while retrieving a handgun from his waistband. The suspect then shot at Deputy 
Digiovanni, striking him in the left shoulder area. Both deputies shot back at the suspect, 
at which time he began running south on the east sidewalk. As the suspect ran, he turned 
his body and again pointed his firearm in the deputies’ direction. Deputy Digiovanni, shot 
back at the suspect, apparently hitting him. Suspect Aguiar fell on the sidewalk, and 
dropped his gun, which landed approximately one foot away. The deputies requested 
assistance, via radio, and advised that they had been involved in a shooting. 


The deputies drove closer to the suspect, positioning their vehicles just north of the 
suspect's position. As they waited for assisting units, the deputies utilized their vehicles 
for cover, and detained the suspect at gunpoint. The deputies began shouting commands 
at the injured suspect, not to reach for the gun. 


Suspect Aguiar began moving about, and at one point reached for the gun on the ground. 
Fearing that the suspect would again use the gun against them, the deputies fired several 
rounds at the suspect. The suspect momentarily stopped moving, but several seconds 
later, again made another attempt to retrieve his gun. The deputies fired several more 
rounds at the suspect, again halting his actions. 


Officers from the Hawthorne Police Department, Gardena Police Department, and the El 
Camino College Police Department arrived, and took positions to the south and west of the 
suspect. Several deputies also arrived, and they began formulating a plan to approach and 
arrest Suspect Aguiar. Deputy Ericka Gooseberry and Оору i 
Deputy Digiovanni, who left his position in order to be treated for his injuries. 


Gooseberry, апа along with several assisting officers, held the suspect at 
gunpoint. They continuously shouted to the suspect not to move, and not to reach for his 
gun. Suspect Aguiar complied for a short while, but suddenly ignored their orders, and 
reached for his gun. The three deputies, along with several of the officers, fired numerous 
rounds at the suspect. 


As assisting deputies B their approach of the suspect, Deputies Regalado, 


Suspect Aguiar was pronounced dead at the scene. Deputy Digiovanni was transported 
and treated at Harbor General Hospital in Torrance. He sustained a "through and through" 
gunshot wound to the back, behind his left shoulder.

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Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Rod Kusch was notified, and Sergeants Carlos Flores 
and Eric Strong responded to Lennox Station to conduct an administrative review of the 
incident. The following review is based on written documentation, interviews of witnesses, 
involved deputies, and medical staff. 


IAB Note: Lieutenant Kusch checked to see that the watch commander, 
Lieutenant Kent Wegener, took reasonable steps to ensure that the 
involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by 
the assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness 
personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, Lieutenant Kusch checked to see if the 
watch commander attempted to have involved and witness personnel 
gather in the company of a supervisor (Sergeants Glenn Brandon and 
Brian Hill) until they have provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators.

Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators arrived to the scene approximately two hours after the 
incident. The crime scene is on Prairie Avenue, between 165" and 168" streets. Prairie 
Avenue is a north/south street, with two lanes in each direction. The street also contains 
а center turn lane. There are raised curbs on both the east and west side of the street, and 
both sides contain concrete sidewalks. 
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On the west side of Prairie Avenue there are a mix of single family residences, and one or 
two story duplexes. There are also several small apartment complexes. Alondra Golf 
Course is located on the east side of Prairie Avenue, which extends south to Redondo 
Beach Boulevard. 


Investigators observed numerous black and white patrol vehicles parked on Prairie 
Avenue, just south of 167" Street. The patrol vehicles were from the Hawthorne Police 
Department, Gardena Police Department, El Camino College Police Department, and the 
Sheriff's Department. Investigators also noted that the deceased suspect was lying on the 
east sidewalk, approximately 90 feet south of 167^ Street.

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Bureau Investigator reviewed the radio transmissions associated with 
the incident. Both the Working Channel (Dispatch 12), and the Local Tactical Channel 
(LTAC) were reviewed. 


On the ТАС Channel, Deputies are heard coordinating their response to “Тад 221." They 
are later heard asking Lennox Station Dispatch if the address given in the call could be 
incorrect. The deputies are advised that the informant was shouting when she called, and 
they believe she said "152" Street. Deputy Digiovanni is heard telling Deputy Regalado 
to respond to “162",” to see if that is the correct street. 


The Lennox Station Dispatch personnel are then heard advising Deputy Digiovanni that the 
correct address E————— and advised that there was a language barrier with 
the informant. 


On Dispatch 12, two deputies are heard requesting emergency clearance, and for the 
"Patch." Deputy Regalado is heard advising that they have been involved in a shooting, 
and gives his location. He also advises that one suspect is "down," and a deputy has also 
been hit. Deputy Regalado requests for paramedics to respond to their location. 
Responding deputies, and the dispatcher, ask if there are any outstanding suspects, and 
if a containment is necessary. Deputy Regalado advises that there are no outstanding 
suspects, but deputies will be needed in order to control traffic at the scene. 


After several units advise that they are responding, Deputy Regalado provides information 
regarding Deputy Digiovanni's injury. He also advises that the ambulance will need to be 
escorted to the hospital. During that transmission, Deputy Digiovanni can be heard 
shouting to the suspect "Don't reach for that дип.” Deputy Digiovanni can be heard 
shouting that command to the suspect several times. 
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The Sheriff's Communications Center (SCC) Dispatcher asks the deputies to confirm that 
there are no outstanding suspects. She is advised that the suspect is down, but “keeps 
reaching for his gun.” Approximately six minutes after the initial radio broadcast, deputies 
advise SCC that they are preparing to approach the suspect. Deputies then advise that 
there has been an additional shooting “998," and the suspect is “down.”

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


It was dark outside when the incident occurred (2228 hours). However, there were several 
street lights on Prairie Avenue which provided ambient lighting.

Deputy Digiovanni said he and Deputy Regalado responded to the suspect’s home 
regarding a disturbance call. He said that upon their arrival they contacted the suspect's 
mother, Witness | He said that Witness] told him that the suspect had 
left the residence, and was carrying a handgun. 


Deputy Digiovanni said he and Deputy Regalado began searching for the suspect. He said 
that they split up, but maintained communication via “direct” on their radio. Deputy 
Digiovanni said Deputy Regalado advised him that he had located the suspect at the 
Alondra Golf Course. He said he then began driving to that location. 


Deputy Digiovanni said he joined Deputy Regalado, who was traveling south in the 
northbound lanes of Prairie Avenue. He said that he slightly passed Deputy Regalado's 
car, at which point he observed the suspect. He said the suspect retrieved a handgun from 
the waistband of his pants, and pointed it at him and Deputy Regalado. Deputy Digiovanni 
said the suspect then shot at him. He said he then initiated an assistance request via his 
radio. 


Deputy Digiovanni said that he fired several rounds at the suspect, who began running 
south on the sidewalk. He said that as the suspect ran, he turned his body and pointed the 
gun at them again. Deputy Digiovanni said he shot additional rounds at the suspect, 
apparently striking him, causing him to fall, and drop the gun. 


Deputy Digiovanni said they pulled their vehicles forward, and took cover behind them. He 
said he saw the suspect lying on the ground, and the gun was within arm's reach. He said 
he then began shouting to the suspect not to move, or reach for the gun. Deputy 
Digiovanni said that despite several orders, the suspect attempted to reach for the 
handgun. He said he then shot at the suspect, shooting approximately three to five times. 
Deputy Digiovanni said they again held the suspect at gunpoint, and shouted commands 
to him. He said the suspect again ignored their orders, and attempted to grab the gun.

He said the suspect began running southbound, but turned and 
pointed his gun at him and Deputy Digiovanni. Deputy Regalado said that Deputy 
Digiovanni shot at the suspect, apparently hitting him. He said the suspect fell on the 
sidewalk, dropping his gun.

She video recorded several minutes of the incident, 
utilizing her camcorder camera. She video recorded the incident from an upstairs bedroom 
window of her home. Witness НИ provided a copy of that video to Homicide 
Bureau investigators (Exhibit J). 


Affairs Bureau Investigator reviewed the video recording provided by Witness 

On the recording, Deputy Digiovanni and Deputy Regalado can be seen 
taking cover behind their cars, pointing their firearms at the suspect. Suspect Aguiar can 
be seen lying on the east sidewalk of Prairie Avenue. 


The deputies can be heard shouting commands at Suspect Aguiar, not to move, and not 
о reach for the gun. Suspect Aguiar can be seen moving his body, and reaching out with 
his hand. The deputies can then be seen shooting several rounds at Suspect Aguiar, and 
again shouting commands at him. Suspect Aguiar again reaches out with his hand, at 
which point the deputies shoot another volley of rounds at him. The deputies continue to 
shout commands after the second volley of shots. 


Several sirens can be heard and numerous police cars can be seen arriving to the location. 
One police officer (later identified as Witness from the El Camino College Police
